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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Over the past year the town has experienced many events and challenges. With the 
sluggish economy still being our biggest challenge, we have managed to continue 
with the smooth operation of the town despite this challenge. 


Our most needed capital improvement that the town faced was the replacement of 
the Police Station. The current station, built in 1941, was originally occupied by the 
Fire Department until 1986. It is totally inadequate for today’s Police operations 
and violates current state police regulations and statutes. We have had a committee 
in place for 5 years that has worked very hard to develop plans for a replacement 
building to fill the needs of the town for at least 25 years. 


We are pleased to say that the article passed and we have now entered the 
construction phase of the project. The current construction plan is to have the 
station completed in June, 2014. The town voted to pay for the station in one year 
as opposed to a bond issue as it has been in the past. We wanted to take this 
opportunity to thank all of those involved in this project for all their hard work and 
to especially thank the voters for realizing the need for the new facility. 


The Summer concert series that is sponsored by the Cable committee was a 
smashing success this year and many residents have expressed their anticipation 
for these upcoming summer concerts in Meeting House Park. Thank you to the 
Cable Committee and all their efforts not only to put on these concerts, but also for 
the countless hours they put in to televise town events and meetings. 


The Town participated in the Recyclebank recycling challenge representing New 
Hampshire in this nationwide competition for a $100,000 grand prize. Sadly, we 
came in fifth place. However we did manage to increase our recycling rate increase 
to over 30% this year. This will certainly cut down on our tipping costs for our 
town’s curbside collection. We also received a $15,000 grant from S C Johnson, the 
sponsor of the challenge. This money will be used for the further education and 
support of the town’s recycling program. Thank you to the Recycling and Waste 
Disposal Committee for all their hard work and continued education of Hampstead 
residents on recycling. 


Our Recreation Commission had another successful year with youth and adult 
sporting activities, maintaining all of our sporting facilities with the help of other 
civic organizations and citizens of Hampstead. The year was capped off with 
another wonderful senior dinner at the Granite Rose in December. 


Hampstead also witnessed several young men in our town achieving the rank of 
Eagle Scout. This is the highest award of the Boy Scouts of America. One of the 
requirements is the completion of a major project designed to improve some physical 
or social aspect of the Town. Hampstead was the recipient of many of the projects 
over the past year and our thanks. 


The Board of Selectmen wishes to thank all members of our Town Boards, 
Committees, and Commissions for their service to the community. We'd also like to

thank all the employees for all that they do, whose dedication to the town is 
experienced by all residents of Hampstead. 


As 2013 comes to a close and we move into the future, we are confident that 
Hampstead will continue to be one of the best places to live.

In planning and performing our audit of the financial statements of the governmental activities, 
each major fund, and the aggregate remaining fund information of the Town of Hampstead, New 
Hampshire (the Town) as of and for the year ended December 31, 2012, in accordance with auditing 
standards generally accepted in the United States of America, we considered the Town’s internal control 
over financial reporting (internal control) as a basis for designing our auditing procedures that are 
appropriate in the circumstances for the purpose of expressing our opinions on the financial statements, 
but not for the purpose of expressing an opinion on the effectiveness of the Town’s internal control. 
Accordingly, we do not express an opinion on the effectiveness of the Town’s internal control. 


A deficiency in internal control exists when the design or operation of a control does not allow 
management or employees, in the normal course of performing their assigned functions, to prevent, or 
detect and correct, misstatements on a timely basis. A material weakness is a deficiency, or a 
combination of deficiencies, in internal control, such that there is a reasonable possibility that a material 
misstatement of the entity’s financial statements will not be prevented, or detected and corrected, on a 
timely basis. 


Our consideration of internal contro] was for the limited purpose described in the first paragraph 
and was not designed to identify all deficiencies in internal control that might be material weaknesses. 
Given these limitations, during our audit we did not identify any deficiencies in internal control that we 
consider to be material weaknesses. However, material weaknesses may exist that have not been 
identified.

The ACO worked with the Town Clerks and through an aggressive campaign 
there were 1,559 dogs licensed in 20138. And a total of new dogs licensed this 
year were 226. Below is a break down of the income brought in by dog

Every April the ACO along with the Hampstead Fire Dept. hold a rabies 
clinic. Another low cost rabies and micro chip clinic will be held in April of 
2014. Watch for the announcement coming soon. 


The Department continues to participate in disaster training. ACO 
Johannesen is currently involved in NHDART (New Hampshire Disaster 
Animal Response Team). This involvement is on the ACO’s own time and at 
no expense to the town. ACO Assistant Wentworth and ACO Johannesen 
both attended NEACHA (New England Animal Control Humane Academy) in 
July. ACO Johannesen was elected by her peers as the Assistant Director of 
NEACHA. 


I would like to thank all those who donated to those strays who needed our 
help, Including the older German Sheperd that was found abandoned that 
needed a lot of medical attention. She underwent surgery to remove what 
turned out to be a non cancerous lpound tumor. She has found her forever 
home to a loving family who just adore her. Also a pregnant young mother cat 
that shortly after she was found gave birth to 5 kittens. All have been vetted 
out, spayed or neutered and micro chipped. ‘These are just a few of the 
animals you have helped through your kind donations. I would like to thank 
all those who donated, and especially thank Dr. Brad Barnes and his staff at 
Edgefield Animal Hospital who performed the surgery and vetting. Through 
the donations ACO Johannesen was able to have all the medical and 
boarding bills paid for at no cost to the town.

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ASSESSOR'S REPORT 


The firm of Municipal Resources, Inc continues to handle the assessing functions 
for the Town. The primary members of the staff working in Town are, Scott 
Marsh, Jerry Quintal and Joseph Lessard. It is requested that if any of the assessors 
come to your property, you support the Town’s efforts to keep assessments 
equitable and proper by answering questions and allowing them to inspect and 
measure your property. 


Municipal Resources personnel are available to meet with taxpayers and if an 
appointment is desired, Dawn Shaw or Debbie Bryant in the Assessing Office can 
schedule one for you. 


The roughly $16,800,000 increase in the 2013 taxable assessed valuation was a 
result of both residential and commercial development with roughly 350 properties 
reviewed due to new building permits, taxpayer inquiries or properties which were 
not complete when they were last viewed as well as a update of assessment on 
direct waterfront properties to bring them more in-line with the overall Town 
indications. The Town also is continuing the process of reviewing and updating 
the recorded physical assessing data on 25% of the properties. 


A preliminary analysis of Department of Revenue Administration sale and 
assessment information indicates that the Town’s assessment ratio for the 2013-tax 
year will be around 103%. As is required, at least once every five years, a 
revaluation is planned for the 2014 tax year to bring all assessments more in-line 
with market values as of April 1, 2014.

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BUILDING DEPARTMENT REPORT 


During the year 2013 we saw another year with increased construction activity. This is the third year in 
arow with strong gains in construction spending and general activity. At this point it looks like we are 
finally seeing our previously weakened economy continuing to trend in a positive direction. A total of 
190 building permits were issued with a total construction dollar value of $8,408,400. This represents a 
49.60% increase in construction dollar value when compared to 2012. 


In 2013 we have permitted 6 new single family homes, 2 seasonal homes, 3 duplex dwellings, 9 
manufactured homes, | municipal building, and 169 alterations, additions, demolitions and change of 
use permits. We also issued 87 permits for septic system replacement and percolation soil tests. 14 
sign permits were issued to various locations around town. We continue to see shoreline 
redevelopment occur around our lakes. The shore land redevelopment of properties has benefitted the 
Town with new modern safe construction and state of the art sub surface disposal systems being 
installed, thus reducing the nutrient loading of our water bodies. Storm water management continues 
to decrease the amount of run-off into our lakes. Irongate Condominium Village continues to be 
developed with the addition of several new buildings. Recently, Hannaford Supermarkets has 
embarked upon a substantial store remodel at their current location. Plans are in place for a new 
convenience store and fueling station at the corner of Route 111 and Route 121, construction is 
expected to start this spring. We are continuing to field inquiries from prospective commercial 
developers and I expect to see more commercial activity in 2014. 


Debra Bryant and Dawn Shaw both work as support staff for the Building Department and Assessors 
office for the regularly scheduled business hours. I serve as Chief Building Official in a full time 
capacity. Michael DiBartolomeo along with Robert Bogosh serve as assistant building inspectors. 
Anthony luele serves as our electrical inspector and Michael Hartnett continues as our plumbing 
inspector. Deputy Chief Will Warnock is our Fire Inspector. Once again, I would like to personally 
thank my employees who are part of a dedicated team constantly striving to make Hampstead a safer 
community.

Hampstead Conservation Commission Report 2014 


This year’s accomplishments are mainly of maintenance to our properties which 
with an ever increasing use of our Trail System is important. It is great to see the 
residents of Hampstead using the trails and volunteering in the daily repair or even 
construction. 


This past fall Hampstead received a wonderful gift of a new wooden covered bridge, 
located on our Martel Woods property just east of Darby Brook at the Spillway. The 
bridge was built from fallen timbers harvested from our forest and milled on site. 
Brent Ebner and about twenty of his fellow volunteers helped to build this great 
addition to the property. If you visit this site continue on the other side of the 
bridge and it will lead to the Plaistow Trail System. Our Commission also 
appointed Brent Ebner this winter to our committee. 


In final news we have an addition to our properties which is near Big Island Pond 
on the north end wet lands area. The property was purchased from the Emmert 
Family and is a nice addition to our wildlife corridor system in the Lexington Dr. 
and Racoon Run area. The property actually extends over to Collette Dr. We are 
currently looking to expand these projects and are contacting land owners about 
conservation easements or purchase agreements.

2013 has been another busy but very productive year for the fire department. The 
department responded to nine hundred and nine-eight (998) emergency incidents, 
which is an increase of 6% overall and a 23% increase in medical emergencies from 
ZO 1 


I want to take this opportunity to thank Deputy Chief James Gilmartin for his more 
than 30 years service to the Hampstead Fire Department and the town. Deputy 
Gilmartin retired from the department in June but his many years of commitment 
and dedication will be an example for future members and generations to follow. I 
want to personally thank Jim for his leadership in the department and his passion 
to serve his community. It was an absolute pleasure working with someone of his 
character... Finally, I want to thank his wife Shirley and his children for being 
forgiving and understanding when he needed to leave many family events during 
weekends, nights, and holidays to respond to the safety needs of the community — 
thank you! 


Fire Department members participated in over one-thousand (1,000) hours of 
training, dedicated hundreds of more hours in committee meetings, assisted with 
the development of additional operating guidelines, and provided significant input 
in maintaining a dedicated and professional fire department. 


Over the past year five years, the department has been very fortunate to receive a 
number of grants totaling over $1 million dollars. These grants were for a new 
Water Tanker, Quint (Ladder Truck), Vehicle Exhaust Removal System, Fire 
Sprinkler and Alarm System for the fire station, Forestry Protective Gear, Fire 
Equipment, and Communications Equipment. These grant programs are available 
to make sure first responders have the tools and equipment necessary to provide 
public safety services. These grant programs have also given the town and the fire 
department the ability to provide a public safety service in a very cost-effective 
manner. 


The department will continue to look for all available financial assistance in order 
to continue to provide a cost-effective public safety service. 


In spite of the state’s downshifting of costs the department continues to maintain a 
cost-effective budget. The 2014 proposed budget has increased less than 2% over the 
2012 budget and is up less than 4% since 2009. 


The men and women of the Hampstead Fire-Rescue Department dedicate a 
significant amount of time and effort to make sure that the Town of Hampstead is 
provided with the best possible service. Firefighters and EMS personnel attend 
monthly training sessions that require additional time away from home to make 
sure their high skill level is maintained for you, your family, and visitors to our 
town.

The library was well used this year with 74, 387 patron visits. We registered 340 new patrons for a 
total of 5,982. Patrons checked out 73,661 items, downloaded 5,197 electronic resources and 
conducted 77, 696 database searches. 


The total material collection stands at 47,612; in addition to 27,645 downloadable e-books and 
audiobooks. The library’s computers and meeting rooms remain very popular with 7,636 people 
signing up to use the library computers and 1,792 people using the meeting room and study rooms. 


We recorded total attendance of 6,533 for 411 library-sponsored programs this year. Adult, children, 
and family programs included, Money Matters, Estate Planning, De-Cluttering, Worm Composting, 
Dig in to the Past, book discussions, author visits, and family movies. 


The staff planned a Community Wide Spring Read Event featuring A Wrinkle in Time by Madeleine 
L'Engle. Books were strategically placed around town for community residents and events were 
scheduled to celebrate space, space travel, and science fiction. There were book discussions, movie 
showings, and programs such as Planet Hunter, NASA & Alan Shepard, and All About Madeleine 
L’Engle. 


Hampstead Public Library’s popular six-week summer reading program, Dig in to Reading, had 206 
children participating with a reading record of 2,136 hours. During the reading program, attendance 
at story hours was 105. Children participating in related summer reading programs numbered 345 
and 577 people attended family programs this summer. 


New this year was the Adult Summer Reading Program with 22 participants reading a minimum of 
110 books. Adult attendance at programs associated with the summer reading program numbered 
175. 


The library staff participated in many professional development opportunities; attending 
conferences, Library Co-op meetings and training sessions. The staff was also recertified in CPR. We 
are proud of staff members Janet Arden and Marcia Strykowski. Janet won the New Hampshire 
Library Association READS Award of Excellence for her outstanding work with adult services and 
Marcia published her first novel, Ca// Me Amy. 


Several minor building repairs and maintenance issues were addressed in addition to the 
installation of 4 panic buttons and replacement of 4 oil furnace burners. 


The Friends of the Library continue to generously provide supplemental funding to improve the 
library. This year they replaced broken equipment and sponsored the Spring Read Program, 
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HAMPSTEAD PUBLIC LIBRARY 





National Library Week and museum passes. The Friends of the Library sponsored the summer 
reading programs as well as many programs for children and adults. They also offered 9 programs 
including True History of NH Black History, Tales of Romance and Adventure, and Treasure from 
the Isles of Shoals. We thank the Friends of the Library for their dedication to the lhbrary and 
community. If we did not have the support of the friends, the Library would not be what it is today. 


The lhbrary Trustees and staff also extend appreciation to the Hampstead Garden Club for their 
diligent commitment to making the Hampstead Public Library grounds beautiful. The flowers and 
shrubs in front of the Library are always tended to and the Storybook Garden is a delightful 
destination for many lbrary visitors. 


Appreciation is also extended to all our volunteers. The annual book sale in August is run by our 
Assistant Director, Merrily Samuels, with assistance from a number of library volunteers. The 
volunteer program continues to provide much-needed support for Library operations. Thank you to 
our adult volunteers, Dan Cheetham Michelle Elder, Robin Berry, Pat Lockwood, and Kyle Forgit 
who regularly volunteer to give over 550 hours to the library and student volunteers who give hours 
to satisfy academic or community service needs. 


In addition to our adult volunteers we also had two computer interns from Pinkerton High School, 
Jon Higgins and Rachael Gaydos, who worked on computer projects. Jon Higgins and Madison 
Jaquith also volunteered to provide one-on-one computer tutoring to community members. 


We also wish to thank the following groups who support library programs throughout the year: The 
Hampstead Mothers’ Club, Hampstead Civic Club, Lions Club, Angle Pond Woods Association, TD 
Bank, Ma Petite Maison, and the Community Resource Association and those who have donated 
privately. We extend sincere appreciation to the many people who have assisted the library in 
planning high-quality programs and events for Hampstead residents. 


We look forward to providing excellent library services and programs for you in 2014. Please feel 
free to contact any member of the Board of Library Trustees with your comments.

Ordway Park is a town resource with a rich history and future potential. The | 
park began with a charitable trust established by vote of the 1935 town . 
meeting, which accepted the bequest of land for a park and a park | 
maintenance fund under Martha Ordway’s will. The current and ongoing | 
park project began in 1996 to fulfill the terms of the trust and to carry it . 
forward “forever... for the benefit of the people of Hampstead”. 


The committee has long planned improvements for maintenance and | 
functionality. We plan to continue upgrades to make the park as easy to | 
maintain as possible while increasing the park’s utility to the community. We 
are working on an application to the NH state of Historical Resources to 
include Ordway Park on the state list; Ordway Park represents a significant 
national historical movement, as well referencing important local times, 
people and events. 


The committee is actively seeking new members. We appreciate the return of 
Joe Guthrie, who served for a number of years, but the committee needs 
people who can bring their own ideas and energy to the task of carrying the 
park forward for today and tomorrow. We again thank the Hampstead 
Garden Club for their invaluable expertise, time and talent — to their Ordway 
Park garden spaces, and to their other projects in town. It would be a boon to 
our community to build a volunteer resource that can expand into other areas 
of Ordway Park. Donated work this year included: mowing of wildflower 
areas and woodland paths, invasive species management, trimming, felling of 
storm damaged trees, weeding, planting two spruce trees, pick up and 
delivery of plant materials, working with a contract gardener for additional 
plantings, consolidation of storm damage/debris for removal by a contractor, 
and installation of four new bricks.

PLANNING BOARD 


In 20138 the Planning Board guided two commercial site plans through the 
development process. One was for a lot in a commercial area that had been 
previously approved for development but new state and federal regulations required 
additional work. The other site plan was for a gas station/convenience store at the 
SW corner of routes 111 and 121. The main effort needed was to work out with the 
state the traffic flow impact at the intersection. The town wanted to smooth out the 
traffic flow, especially during commuting times. 


The Planning Board continues to see little push for development activity in town. 
Like the rest of the country, there has been little recovery from the recession in 
2008 and prospects do not look bright for the next few years. 


Hampstead has developed about 95% of its residential land, so there has been little 
population growth for the last 10 years. The school population has been dropping 
for the last few years and should continue to drop for at least the next decade. After 
that a new generation will have moved into town and the school population may 
erow once again. 


There are still a number of commercial lots available for development, but until the 
economy picks up there is not likely to be much activity. 


There will be two seats on the Planning Board up for election this year. | encourage 
anyone interested in the future of Hampstead to sign up for the seats. I am retiring 
this year so there will be at least one open seat. 


I have served on the Planning Board for several decades and enjoyed it immensely. 
Over that time the town has grown from about 1,800 to 9,000 people, and changed 
from a farming/recreation community to a bedroom community. I hope you like 
living here as much as we do.

The Hampstead Recreation Commission administers and supervises several 
recreation programs and all recreation facilities available to the citizens of 
Hampstead. Members include: Chairman Kim Colbert, Brian Goode, Dana 
D’Amico, Dano Anderson, Tracey Flaherty alternate William Ahern, Julie 
Ahern, Nicole O’Donnell and Angie Ingraham is the Recreation Director. 


The summer program for children was our major yearly activity, involving 
approximately 245 children ages 5-138. The summer program is open to 
Kindergarten children thru Grade 8. Program sites were at the Memorial 
Gym and Hampstead Central School. Some of the activities include: a pizza 
party, water and penny carnival, science day, build a bear day, and sports 
tournaments. There were trips to the Town Beach, as well as other exciting 
field trips, such as roller-skating, bowling, Canobie Lake, Funtown 
Splashtown and more. 


We also offer swimming lessons in three different time slots and ability.

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RECYCLING AND WASTE DISPOSAL COMMITTEE 


The Hampstead Recycling and Waste Disposal (RAWD) Committee is an advisory 
committee to the Board of Selectmen. Members include Bob Nugent, Chris Kowalski and 
Ellen Cabral. Tina Harrington is the committee’s secretary and Selectman Priscilla Lindquist 
is our Selectman liaison. 


The main goals of the RAWD Committee are to advise the Board of Selectman on the most 
effective channel for trash and bulk disposal and recycling as well as to educate residents 
on ways they can help the town dispose less and recycle more. 


Residents should be proud of what they did this year. Compared to 2012, there were 155 
fewer tons of trash and 70 tons more recycled. That alone represents a savings of 
$9,842.50 in avoided tipping/incineration fees. 


As you may recall in April 2012 Hampstead was chosen to represent New Hampshire in the 
nationwide SC Johnson Green Choices Recycling Challenge with Recyclebank. In 
December 2012 the Recyclebank contest ended and final results showed Hampstead 
ranked #5 and as a result of your continued and dedicated efforts in recycling Hampstead 
received a $15,000 grant at the end of 2013 from. SC Johnson to continue to improve our 
town’s recycling programs. 


Residents can still continue to earn reward points with Recyclebank when they report that 
they have recycled. Take advantage of those great offers you can get just by recycling! It’s 
not too late to join — visit www.recyclebank.com or call 1-888-727-2978 and select Option 1. 


It is amazing to see the huge progress the residents have made with recycling. In 2003, the 
town had 3,283 tons of garbage and only 547 tons of recycling. Fast forward eleven years 
later to 2013 and residents are throwing away 951 TONS less and recycling 317 tons more 
PER YEAR! The overall Recycling and Waste Disposal budget has seen a steady decline 
over the years from $680,834.20 in 2010 to 582,374.14 in 2013! 


In 2014 the committee will continue to provide information and programs on recycling 
including the benefit of composting which can further reduce household trash. As in past 
years compost bins will available be for purchase at the town office in 2014. 


With your continued efforts and dedication we are spending less each year on our trash 
disposal and recycling more - that is something each and every resident should be proud of 
and working together we will continue to be successful.

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TRUSTEES OF TRUST FUNDS - 2013 


Trustees operate under statutory requirements dictated by the Division of Charitable 
Trusts, a unit of NH Department of Justice (DOJ), which is overseen by the Attorney 
General. The DOJ sets guidelines for the creation and management of charitable trusts 
including Cemetery Trusts and Capital Reserve Funds. ‘Trustees are responsible for 
insuring the instructions for each Trust are dutifully followed as well as the investment of 
Funds managed and maintenance of Trust records. 


Cemetery and High School funds have been under the management of North East Planning 
(LPL Financial) since 6/28/10 under the “Prudent Investor Rule”. The investment objective 
for these funds is to achieve capital appreciation while simultaneously generating needed 
interest income for end of year distributions. The annualized return on these funds since 
inception is 4.23%. In 2013 market value of Principal held decreased by 1.35% (inclusive of 
capital gains). Overall portfolio interest & dividend income was 1.58% (net of advisory fees). 


While the desired investment objective for the Library and Park funds is the same as above, 
these funds continue to be held in CD’s at TD Bank. The Library Funds interest rate of 
3.94% expired in May. The funds were rolled into a new CD for net return for the year of 
2.21%. The Park Funds while achieving sub-optimal interest rates require quick liquidity 
as funds may need to be withdrawn at any time for any amount. These funds will therefore 
continue to be invested under the Prudent Man rule. Note, all Capital Reserve Funds 
must be managed under the Prudent Man Rule and therefore remain in CD’s. The average 
rate of return on all funds held in CD’s was 0.72% (excluding Library Funds) up 0.06% from 
last year. 


The following is a summary of annual year end distributions. 


1. Library Funds: Interest income check for $194.78 to Town of 
Hampstead Library (given to Emily Reschberger). 


2. High School Fund: Interest income check for $367.63 to Town of Hampstead 
School District (given to Laura Jones). 


3. Cemetery Funds: Check for $14,890.24 to Town of Hampstead (given to Harold 
Williams).

In 2012-13, Hampstead School District 
experienced a decrease of 40 students 
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curriculum units and projects, as the 21st 
Century learning expectations became 
common practice. The _ District 
Technology Committee met throughout 
the year to revise the District Technology 
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plan, and work continues on this during 
this current school year. Hampstead is 
well positioned for the increased needs of 
technology demands in education. 


District Administrators spent a lot of time 
observing effective instructional practices 
by conducting 130 walkthroughs in 
classrooms in 2012-13. District-wide 
data was studied, and the results were 
used to develop school goals and identify 


training needed for improvement. 


Five years ago, the strategic plan 
identified building facilities as an area of 
need. In May, 2013, a facilities study 
conducted by NHSAA was completed and 
presented to the School Board. The study 
found that our facilities are at capacity, 
and we need to address a long-term plan 
for replacing the five portable classrooms 
in the district. The report identified that 
Hampstead Central School was _ over 
crowded, and six new classrooms were 
needed. 


In 2012-13, the Facilities Committee 
worked on a capital improvement plan to 
address the district space needs. In June 
2013, the School Board approved 
Breadloaf Architects to create schematic 
drawings for an addition to Central School 
and renovations at Hampstead Middle 
School. This plan replaces the existing 
three portable trailers at Hampstead 


Central School and creates more 
functional classroom spaces, 
improvements to security, and 


enhancements to energy efficiency. The 
plan achieves the strategic goal of 
bringing all the instructional spaces into 
the core academic facility. 


In the next year, the Board will be moving 
forward in identifying another strategic 
plan. In order to meet tomorrow’s 


challenges, new priorities will emerge 
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that continue to build on our successes. It 


will be important to involve’ the 
community in further defining the vision 


of the future of Hampstead Schools.

The Pinkerton Board of Trustees has set 
the overall Regular Education budget at 
$32,714,388 for 2014-2015, an increase of 
3.53%. Tuition will be $10,796.83 or 4.9% 
over current tuition. Budgeted salaries, an 
ample part of the Academy’s budget, have 
increased two percent over 2013-14 
representing merit pay adjustments. Less 
than one quarter of one percent is planned 
repairs or capital 


for capital 


improvements. 


With the increase, Regular Education 
tuition at Pinkerton Academy remains 
among the lowest in the state for high 
school students. In recent years, only a 
couple of high schools in New Hampshire 
reported a cost-per-pupil that is lower 
than Pinkerton tuition. 


Pinkerton’s tuition is historically 25% to 
35% lower than the state average and also 
compares favorably with the cost-per- 
pupil of local elementary and middle 
schools, according to data from the New 
Hampshire Department of Education. 


Pinkerton has returned a budget surplus 
to sending districts in 12 of the past 13 
years, since 2000-2001, including the past 
11 years in a row. 


Primary drivers of the budget changes are 
projected decrease in student enrollment, 
increases in benefit costs, and anticipation 
of health care fees still to be understood 
under the Affordable Care Act.
